Where  to  begin  is  the  hardest  task!  Shall  it  be  when  our 
elder  brothers  told  us  about  their  good  times  at  Archbishop  Wil- 
liams, or  when  a friend  informed  our  parents  about  the  spiritual 
and  scholastic  advantages  of  Williams?  Shall  it  be  when  we 
applied  for  the  entrance  exam,  or  shall  it  start  with  the  first  school 
day  far  back  in  September,  1950?  After  great  deliberation  and 
many  sleepless  nights,  the  conclusion  has  been  reached  that  the 
official  class  history  shall  begin  with  our  first  day  together  as 
wide-eyed  and  apprehensive  freshmen. 

Approaching  our  new  school,  we  saw  a great  crowd  of  young 
people  spread  out  over  the  front  reaches  of  our  future  academic 
workshop.  Groups  of  students  talking  casually  denoted  upper 
classmen:  exiles  from  such  merry  circles  indicated  fellow  fresh- 
men. However,  we  restricted  ourselves  to  just  looking.  When 
we  were  summoned  to  the  Auditorium  the  spirit  of  Williams  mani- 
fested itself  as  we  started  off  our  High  School  career  with  the 
annual  opening  of  a Prayer  by  Father  Brown.  Then  we  were 
assigned  to  our  new  rooms  to  meet  our  new  Sister  and  our  new 
friends.  Do  you  remember  how  you  felt  when  you  opened  your 
first  book  and  saw  all  those  strange  new  words?  Did  you  realize 
then,  as  you  do  now,  that  perhaps  there  was  something  in  the 
world  that  you  didn’t  know  all  about?  We  were  soon  initiated 
into  the  student  body  with  our  first  dance,  where  we  had  our 
names  pinned  on  us  to  distinguish  us  from  our  upper  classmen.

We  were  now  well  acquaint- 
ed with  our  new  school  and  weren’t  Green  Little  Freshmen  any- 
more but  Big  Sophomores. 


In  September,  1951  we  started  our  Sophomore  Year.  Fresh- 
man classmen  made  us  feel  very  important.  We  came  back  to 
school  with  tales  of  our  summer  vacation  only  to  find  out  that 
death  had  claimed  one  of  our , classmates,  Mary  Spillane. 

The  Christmas  Season  was  properly  issued  in  with  our  Christ- 
mas Pageant,  assisted  by  the  Glee  Club.  During  the  Christmas 
vacation,  we  had  a dance  at  which  we  had  a chance  to  show  off 
all  our  new  Christmas  apparrel. 

In  the  last  week  of  Lent,  our  second  annual  retreat  took  place. 
It  proved  to  be  very  beneficial  to  us,  for  again  we  all  had  a chance 
to  check  on  our  spiritual  necessities.  With  the  assistance  of  our 
retreat  master,  we  developed  a more  spiritual  outlook  on  life. 

September,  1952  not  only  brought  about  the  first  year  of 
four  classes,  but  also  the  exciting  new  sound,  our  first  football 
team  preparing  for  their  first  game.  With  the  football  games 
came  the  famous  parties.  The  only  distraction  from  our  enjoy- 
ment was  the  thoughts  of  school  the  next  morning.  There  was 
great  cause  to  celebrate  however,  when  our  team  copped  the 
Division  Three  Title. 

The  G.A.A.  took  over  the  responsibility  of  another  tradition 
by  starting  the  annual  Square  Dances  with  the  official  caller 
Charlie  Baldwin. 

Towards  the  middle  of  the  year  we  had  our  first  class  meet- 
ing where  we  were  given  the  privilege  of  electing  our  Junior  Class 
Officers.  Charles  George,  President;  John  Hennedy,  Vice-Presi- 
dent; Secretary,  Jean  Sullivan;  and  Treasurer,  Sheila  Dugan.  Their 
first  accomplishment  was  the  organization  of  our  initial  Junior- 
Senior  Semi  Formal. 

The  first  great  loss  to  our  faculty  occurred  when  Sister 
Charles  Mary  suddenly  and  unexpectedly  passed  away  on  June 
16.  Sister,  our  first  faculty  adviser,  helped  us  whenever  help 
was  needed.  We  miss  Sister,  for  her  interest  in  us  was  genuine. 

In  September  1953,  we  were  officially  the  “big  men  on 
campus”.  With  this  responsibility,  we  undertook  the  task  of  elect- 
ing our  Senior  Class  Officers.  They  were : Charles  George,  Presi- 
dent; John  Gallivan,  Vice-President;  William  Keane,  Secretary; 
Kathleen  MacLeod,  Coresponding  Secretary;  and  Treasurer,  Bar- 
bara Martin.  This  was  a new  form  of  democracy,  for  each  Home 
Room  was  represented. 

In  the  last  year,  we  witnessed  the  formation  of  our  Hockey 
Team.  Although  they  did  not  acquire  any  championships,  the 
team’s  attempts  were  only  edged  out  by  a small  margin.  We  were 
satisfied  with  their  achievements,  and  enjoyed  our  weekly  trips 
into  the  Arena  to  watch  their  successful  performances.  We  were 
all  justly  proud  of  our  Basketball  Team,  for  they  did  the  impos- 
sible! At  the  height  of  their  successful  season  they  entered  the 
Catholic  Tourney  to  walk  away  with  the  championship  of  Class 
A.  Pete  Houston,  not  only  broke  many  long  standing  scoring  rec- 
ords, but  became  the  George  Mikan  of  School-Boy  Basketball,  by 
being  named  to  the  All  Catholic-All  American  Team. 


We  then  entered  the  Tech  Tourney  to  capture  three  fan- 
tastic victories  by  blinding  Revere,  Somerville  and  Lawrence 
Central  before  going  down  fighting  to  Brockton.  The  team  was 
lifted  tremendously,  not  only  by  the  spirited  student  body,  but 
by  loyal  followers  from  all  over  the  South  Shore. 

Our  annual  Senior  Class  Play,  Jenny  Kissed  Me,  was  another 
entertaining  addition  to  our  memorable  Senior  Year. 

Amidst  the  excitement  of  graduation,  worries  of  our  future 
endeavors,  and  our  studies,  we  concentrated  on  forming  our  final 
Social  gathering,  the  Senior  Prom.  We  all  looked  forward  to  this 
for  it  was  the  last  time  that  we  would  be  with  our  friends. 

Graduation!  At  last!  Can  words  express  the  heady  signi- 
ficance of  this  day?  The  long  trek  to  the  top  is  over.  Shall  we 
laugh  or  shall  we  cry — or  just  remember.
